Ancient Scripts 
Seen By Tavern 
Tatlers Recently 


Rare examples of the actual books 
used during the Tudor period in Eng- 
land together with autograph manu- 
scripts of famous authors were view- 
ed by practically the entire Tavern 
Tatlers club last Saturday afternoon 
at the Huntington Library. 


Priceless books printed early in the 
fifteenth century, hand copied and il- 
luminated in colors that can not be 
surpassed today were the oldest 
scripts in the exhibit. These portray- 
ed the religious drama existing in 
| England when the first of the Welch 
Dynasty of Tudor ascended the Eng- 
lish throne in 1485. 


The gradual development of the 
drama from these church plays was 
portrayed step by step through the 
reigns of Henry VII and his’ son 
Henry VIII and up to the time of the 
last of the Tudor sovereigns, Queen 
Elizabeth, in whose time the great 
Shakespeare flourished. The first ex- 
amples of the great dramatists plays 
were published in modest form by 
apologetical pri iters, who, on the title 
page assured he public that “the 
work had been carefully corrected 
and did not contain the numerous and 
lamentable errors of the previous edi- 
tions.” 

T. H. Glen, faculty adviser of the 
club, calle dattention to an “errata” 
in the front of a book of the sixteenth 
century, which filled several pages. 


One of the rarest objects of the ex- 
hibit was one of Ben Jonson’s books 
which he himself had autographed on 
the first page to a friend of his. An- 
other feature of the exhibit was the 
great bookcase constructed of old 
wood taken from the most famous 
places which Shakespeare visited and 
wrote about. These include Kenel- 
worth Castle, Windsor, The Tower of 
London, and the famous old ins and 
playhouses throughout London in 
which he lived. ‘

What a great benefit athletics are to the man who takes 
them seriously. All forms of athletics contribute to the wind, 
muscle and stamina of the man who plays. And games such as 
football or basketball which involve team-work have a great 
social value. But the majority of us are content to sit in the 
grandstand and let a few people do our fighting for us. 

Too often the jesters have derided the bench-warmer; the 
man who should be derided is the man who limits his athletic 
endeavor to the grandstand, the “bleacher-athlete”. The bench 
warmer at least goes through the strenuous training of the var- 
sity man, puts on the uniform of the school and is ready to play 
any time the coach calls upon him. In addition he observes 
training rules that keep him physically fit. On the other hand 
the “bleacher athlete” merely sits on a plank, strains his eyes 
and lungs and fills his stomach with candy and soda-pop. 

One reason for this situation is our present athletic system.

There are only a few team positions available in comparison to 
the number of students. The only active athletics at present 
are football, swimming and tennis. In'the Los Angeles Junior 
College every sport but rowing is offered. However, we can- 
not have so many sports because of lack of finance. But the 
junior college could make the sports now offered intramural. 
For each sport we could have many teams within the school, 
offering athletics to the majority of the students. There are 
eight clubs in school that could form men’s teams ranging from 


tennis to soccor. 


Not only would more students have an opportunity to play 
on a team, but each person would have a definite goal for which 
to fight, i.e. “making a team” becomes a direct objective. 


Pre pare Your Lessons 


There is only one way to get your lessons. That is to get 
them fairly. There is only ‘one time to prepare a lesson. That 
is before the lesson is due. Do you do this? If not you are 
hurting yourself. 


It is easy to just coast through the daily lessons. One day’s 
lessons count only a small part toward the semester’s grade. 
Yet, if you do not have that lesson, what will you do in the 
examination? Do you think that by doing all your studying 
immediately before an examination that you will gain as much 
as having each lesson when it is due? Undoubtedly not; be- 
sides by having lessons up to date you can use the time spent 
in “cramming” for review work. 


In some cases cramming leads to cheating. The student 
who has left his studying till thelast, suddenly finds he is not 
able to get everything before the examination. He is tempted 
to take some of the most important things to class with him on 
a piece of paper, or cheat in some other way. If he had done 


his studying at the proper time there would be no necessity 
of this. 


Republicans Win 


Showing only that the local college is strictly a Republican 
school, the results of the Presidential election are of very little 


importance to anyone, save their being able to express their 
wishes. 


As the returns of the election were completed, it was in- 
teresting to notice how many people split their ticket. It is 
only the foreshadowing of what will happen when the major 
election is held. During this election, as in no previous election 
people will split their votes. The later results, as were these, 
will be interesting to observe. So many people have lost faith 
in both of the major parties, that, for the first time, some of 
the minor parties will come into their own. The Socialist party 
is expected to poll over 2,000,000 votes over the United States. 
The Socialists do not expect to win, but they do wish to be ac- 
cepted as part of the governmental life of the United States. 
That is their only wish at the present time. 

Splitting tickets is very well demonstrated with the “straw” 
election of “Fightin’” Bob Shuler to the senate who is a member 
of a past party, the Prohibition. This is merely a demonstration 
of the peoples voting for the man instead of the party. That 


is what will prevail during the major election; men will be 
elected, not the party.

Friday Mr. Text Book was laid to 
rest after a short but busy life given 
to the service of cramming students 
and questioning teachers.

Neglected for days until last Mon- 
day evening, Mr. Book was rushed 
home and given emergency treatment 
which consisted of hasty reading, 
faulty memorization. Mr. Book seem- 
ingly rallied for a time but nothing 
could make up for his neglect.

Membership Demands High 
Scholastic Standing, 
Athletic Activity 


Let us pay tribute to the largest 
and most active organization on the 
campus; one that demands high schol- 
astic standing, but whose interests 
are for all women at jaysee. It is 
none other than the W. A. A. 

Because of the need of Santa Ana 
Junior College for some means of 
fostering a better athletic spirit, a 
committee was appointed during the 
first semester of the 1926-27 school 
year to draw up a constitution for 
an athletic association similar to 
those which were already functioning 
in many other colleges. Under the 
direction of Miss Dana Anderson, 
head of the department at that time, 
and Muriel Smith, first president, the 
organization began activities the sec- 
ond semester of the same year. 

The present membership in the as- 
sociation is open to all women who 
have participated in one season of 
W. A. A. activity, members of the 
Associated Students and those with a 
scholastic average of at least a C. 
They must also uphold the purpose 
of this organization which is to foster 
an interest in athletic activities and 
accomplishments and to create a spirit 
of real service to the college. 

All awards are made on a basis of 
the number of seasons of participa- 
tion. The fall season offers basketball 
and volleyball; the winter season, 
ball.

Scene Of Clashes

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—Bitter 
clashes of student and administrative 
opinion at New York City College 
over the right of free speech this 
week had succeeded in stirring al- 
ready burning animosities to a fever 
heat. : 

Prohibited from holding political 
or similar meetings on the campus, 
outraged members of the suppressed 
Liberal Club. at the college retaliated 
by threatening to hang President 
Frederick B. Robinson and Dean 
Paul H. Linehan in effigy, but in- 
stead hired the Central Opera House 
for a mock trial, at which the two 
officials were convicted of numerous 
“high crimes.’ ’ 

The “trial,’’ at which some 1500 
students acted as the jury, was the 
culmination of a series of adminis- 
trative actions aimed at the Liberal 
Club, the controversy first being fo- 
cused on the issue of free speech 
several weeks ago when President 
Robinson refused to allow a political 
meeting on the campus. 

The meeting, nevertheless, was 
held just off the college grounds, 
where speakers, principally candi- 
dates for public office, roundly cen- 
sured the president for his asserted 
attempt ‘“‘to destroy freedom of 
speech.” 

“The educational institutions of 
New York City have been poisoned 
by Tammany influence, behind which 
is the influence of a system that buys 
politicians and uses them for its 
own interests,” Paul Blanshard, who 
represented the Socialist party, 
charged.
